Consider Growing 


Flax for Profit 


With flax selling at almost $1.50 
per bushel and the potential supply 
totally inadequate to meet the re- 
quirements of industry for linseed 
products, farmers -who have clean 
land on which grain} crops usually 
ripen without frost injury will do 
well to consider the production of 
this high-priced crop. 

Early maturing varieties of flax 
have been’ successfully grown for 
years at the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Station, Lacombe, yielding from 
15 to 20 bushels per acré. Although 
a number of varieties are fairly sat- 
isfactoy, Red Wing and Bison seem 
to be the only sorts available in the 
seed trade. 

With any new crop it is wise to 
start in a small way, in order to 
discover whether conditions are suit- 
able, before launching into large 
scale production. This is particu- 
larly true of flax. The experience 
thus gained also helps materially in 
handling future cops. 

Since flax is slower-growing than 
many weeds, to ensure a good crop 
it must: be. seeded on clean land— 
preferably summerfallow. It is seed- 
ed at the rate of two pecks per acre, 
between the first and the tenth of 
May. 

The Lacombe Station has no flax 
for sale, but this may be secured 
from any established seed house or 
reliable grower,

Director, “Crop Testing Plan” 


Europe is buying much more 


.; wheat than even the most optimis- 


tic forecasted at the start of the 
season. 

On August ist, 1936, Mr. Broom- 
hall—one of the world’s greatest 


‘authorities—estimated that for this 


crop year Europe would purchase 
420 million bushels; the Orient and 
other countries an -additional 120 
million, making a total of 540 mil- 
lion, On December 30th, Mr, Broom- 
hall concluded that Europe would 

28 million bushels more than 
he at first estimated, thus making a 
world total prospective demand of 
568. million, 

For the past three months the rate 
of European purchases. has exceed- 
ed Mr. Broomhall’s higher estimate 
and it looks as though the world 
total imports may: finally be nearer 
600 million bushels than 568. 

It is these unlooked for addi- 
tional purchases by. Europe, of 
probably sixty million bushels, 
that have mainly been the cause of 
‘price rising at Winnipeg from $1.07, 
ast August, to $1.46 today (for the

While 60 million extra bushels of 
wheat is not a large percentage of 
540 million, yet 60 million addition- 
al demand, when world supplies are 
definitely none too plentiful, is a 
most important mattter, and has had 
a great effect in raising prices. 


Following factors have tended to 
raise prices: Strong demand for 
wheat by Europe continues; un- 
favorable crop reports from some 
Furdpean countries; second official 
Argentine estimates of wheat, oat 
barley, rye and flax lowcr than pre- 
liminary estimates; Greece  pur- 
chases wheat from Ilungary and 
Czecho-Slovakia; U.S. active buyer 
of Argentine corn; floods destroy 
many crops in French West Africa. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower prices: Persia exports wheat 
to Germany; U.S. Pacific Coast ex- 
ports wheat to Europe: Germany 
decrees full government control over 
all farm operations; land prepara- 
tions commence with moisture con- 
ditions favorable in Southern. Hemi- 
sphere; preliminary estimates. U.S.A. 
‘winter whéat crop 655 million bush- 
els; Danubian countries export more.
